JUDGE JACKSON DEAD 

The Trip to Washington Hastened ha End 
lot the Great Jurist Healtated Mot 

Nashville, Texn., Aug. 8.— The 
Hon. Howell Edmunds Jackson, As- 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, died at his resi- 
dence at West Meade, six miles west 
of this city at 2 o'clock yesterday af- 
afternoon, in the 64th year ot his age. 

Judge Jackson had been in failing 
health for the past four years, but it 
has been only in the past eight or nine 
months that the progress of disease be- 
gan to cause his family and friends 
uneasiness. Last year he went on a 
lengthy trip to the far West in search 
of health. Later he went to Thomas- 
ville, Ga., where it was hoped the mild 
,and yet bracing climate would restore 
his one-time vigorous constitution. 
The trip did him little good, and after 
a time he was brought home. At his 
old home, aud surrounded by the 
scenes he loved so well Judge Jack- 
son seemed to improve steadily until 
he went to Washingt-u to sit in the 
second hearing of the ii

He stood that trying trip only fairly 
well, and after his return home ap- 
peared to lose strength rapidly. 
Nevertheless, Judge Jackson never 
took to his bed until last Wednesday 
a week. Since that time his family 
and friends realized that the end was 
near, and his death yesterday was not 
unexpected. 

Judge Jackson was twice married, 
the first time to Miss Sophia Malloy, 
daughter of David B. Malloy,_ a 
banker, of Memphis, who died in 1873. 
To this u*.iion were born four children. 
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and Howell Jackson. Henry Jackson 
_ at present Solic'ting Freight Agent 
of the Southern Railway, with head- 
quarters at Atlanta. W. H. JacKson, 
Jr., is District Attorney of the Chesa- 
peake <Sc Ohio Railway at Cincinnati. 

Howell E. Jackson is manager of 
the Jackson Cotton Mills at Jackson, 
Tenn. In 1876 Judge Jackson mar- 
ried Miss Mary E Harding, daughter 
of the late Geu. Wm. G. Harding. 
Of this union three children survive— 
Misses E'izabeth and Louise Jackson 
and Harding A. Jackson. With the 
exception of Miss Elizabeth Jackson 
and Wm. H. Jackson, Jr., who are in 
Europe, the children were at the bed- 
side when the distinguished sufferer 
passed away. 

The news of Judge Jackson's death 
caused general sorrow in the city where 
he was so well known and admired. 

The arrangements for the funeral 
have not been fully completed, but it 
is known that it will take place next 
Sunday afternoon at 3:30 o clock. 

Judge Jackson was elected to the 
lower house of the Forty-second Gen- 
eral Assembly from Madison County 
in 1880, and bv that assembly elected 
to the United State Senate. 

On the 12th of April, 1886, he 
nominated by President Cleveland to 
be Circuit Judge of the United States 
for the Sixth Judicial Circuit, to fill 
the vacancy occasioned by the death 
of the Hon. John Baxter. 

la Feb. 2, 1894 Judge Jackson was 
niuated by President Harrison to 
Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, vice L. Q. 
C. Lamor, deceased.

A HOT CITY ELECTION. 

IfcaCoateitl for Councllmen Will he Set- 
tled Tomorrow. 

The Democratic nominations for 
city couneilmen in six of the wards 
of Hopkinsville will be made tomor- 
row in a primary election between the 
hours of 6 a. m. and 4 p. m. In some 
wards there will be close and doubt- 
ful contests, while in others the re- 
ilt is clearly foreshadowed. 

In the first ward Councilman Hol- 
nd is a candidate for re-election and 
the ward seems to be well satisfied 
with him. There have been some ef- 
forts to get out another candidate, 
and it is said Dr. J. M. Dennis, who 
is absent in Virginia, will be voted for 
by those opposed to Mr. Holland. 

In the second, Councilman Forbes 
is opposed by Mr. J. D. Ware and a 
hot contest is on between them. 

In the third, Councilman Steele and 
Mr. Dennis R. Perry are having a 
lively race with the excitement getting 
to a white heat. 

In the fourth there seems to be 
but little opposition to Councilman 
Dalton. Nearly all of the voters 
have signed a call upon him, but there 
is some talk of an opposing man be- 
ing put out against nira, but who it 
will be could not be learned yesterday. 

The fifth is the Republican strong- 
hold and no candidates are after the 
nomination in that ward. 

In the 6th, calls were circulated 
last week upon several gentlemen to 
run against Councilman Flack, but 
the opposition finally centered on 
Mr. Harry Hopper and the race will 
be run out between them. 

In the 7th, Councilman Pool has 
two opponents, Mr. W. J. Withers 
from his own end of the ward and 
Esq. Alex Campbell from the North 
end. There are 18 voters on North 
Main street who met and en- 
dorsed Mr. Campbell and asked both 
of the other candidates to let them 
have the councilman, but this was 
not agreed to and the contest will be 
fought out at the polls. 

It is likely that in some of the 
wards the old members will be de- 
feated, though a majority of them are 
pretty certain to pull through.

pretty good rate of speed. They are 
as safe as life preservers and as grace- 
ful as swans. 

Bowing is claimed to be one of the 
most healthful of sports, because when 
one rows properly almost every muscle 
is brought into play. The regular and 
necessary motions strengthen the back, 
harden the limbs, and the muscles of 
the arms are brought into active play, 
and accordingly strengthened. The 
general physical condition is thus 
made more healthy and strong, so 
that the fatiguing and lassitudinou6 
heat of the summer can be the better 
withstood.

It is perfectly safe 
for the most frail craft to venture upon 
its bosom, because land breezes seldom 
ruffle It, and its current is so light that 
any able-bodied man or woman can 
easily row against it The wooded 
shores of the upper Potomac are close 
to the city, and the stream flows be- 
tween the historic hills of Virginia and 
the Palisades of Georgetown; so that it 
cannot be surpassed in picturesqueuess 
by any river in the world. The shores 
upon either hand present landscape 
inbjects which the greatest of artists

TELEPHONING THE MOON. 

l«otriclsB Hold* That It Wnt D« Aoeotn- 
plUhed by EthCT Vibration. 

Both Edison in America and Preece 
in England have long maintained that 
- sstablish on 0 



it is possible to establish on the earth a 
record of the electrical disturbances 
that take place on the sun. An elec- 
trician now holds that it is easily feasi- 
ble to telephone to the moon. lie bases 
his belief In the possibility of this com- 
munication on the well-known laws of 
ether vibration. The ocean of ether 
quivers to every touch. It binds the 
planets together with an iron hand, 
flexible yet firm, solid yet Infinitely 
elastic. It is the ideal medium for the 
transmission of signals. When it moves, 
even to an extent inconceivably small, 
our sight Is affected; we see. These 
ether waves t *e eight minutes coming 
to us from the sun, traveling at the 
enormous velocity of one hundred and 
ninety-two thousand miles a second. 
It is possible to produce waves moving 
at this terrific speed by electrical 
means, as. for instance, in the tele- 
phone, which is actuated by infinitely 
small pulsations. When an iron mass 
is in the vicinity of these electrical vi- 
brations a buzz or hum is given out 
This noise may be distinctly heard in 
some systems of street lighting appa- 
ratus, where the current is trans- 
formed from a high to a low pressure. 
In accordance with this principle it is 
proposed to send electrical pulsations 
far out into the ether and have them 
act upon any metallic mass like iron 
with sufficient force to produce sound. 
If the moon contains iron, and there is 
reason to believe that it does, the 
striking upon It of these marvelous vi- 
brations would give rise to a murmur 
of sound It is suggested that this dar- 
ing experiment could be carried out by 
means of a gigantic coil mounted ver- 
tically with its axis in line with the

A RABBIT PAR LIAMENT. 
The Prolific Animal Baffles Law and 

A rabbit parliament was held in Aus 
tralia. This was not a convention of 
the animals, but a great gathering of 
gentlemen who are engaged in their 
extermination. 

For four days, says the Philadelphia 
Becord, representatives from every 
part of the colony held high debate 
over the animal's performances. But 
acts of parliament seem vain in this 
matter and science itself bankrupt. 
The New South Wales government at 
one period had more than three thou- 
sand men employed in killing rabbits. 
It has erected fifteen thousand miles 
of rabbit-proof fencing. It once offered 
twenty-five thousand pounds sterling 
for a specific against rabbits, and 
though it received two thousand 
schemes, the too prolific bunny has 
triumphed over them all, and at the 
present moment the land department 
of New South Wales has one million 
acres of abandoned land, thrown up in 
consequence of the reckless march of 
the rabbit. 

The rabbit parliament seems to have 
failed to produce any clear and strik- 
ing results. A score of "infallible" 
specifics, ranging from ferrets to tank 
slaughter, had their advocates, but 
about these doleful experience made 
the delegates shake their heads. If 
the rabbit could be turned into a profit- 
able export the question would be 
solved, but this seems out of the ques- 
tion. The policy favored by the con- 
ference is that of 'grid-ironing' the col- 
ony with rabbit-proof fences, transfer- 
ring the duty of suppressing the rab- 
bit from the state to private land-own- 
ers, and giving the lund-owner every 
possible help in carrying on the cam- 
paign against his furry and four-legged 
foe."

ELABORATE CEREMONY. 

Description of the Baptism of the 
Son of a Ozar. 



Anointed with OU Brought from Con 
•tanttnople— Dntle* of the Godparents 
-VjttB the ChUd Don* IU 



The young czarina of Russia is super- 
Intending just now the preparation of 
a layette, and all the world is interested 
in the expected advent of an heir to 
the Russian throne. 

Elaborate ceremonies always sur- 
round the birth of a royal child in Rus- 
sia, perhaps more conspicuously than 
elsewhere. The christening, according 
to the ritual in the Greek church, must 
take place as soon as possible after the 
birth. The baby's christening robes, 
says the fyew York Sun, are marvels of 
the needMb'orker's art. The first god- 
father, Who Is always a high and 
mighty person, gives the child a gold 
cross Inlaid with jewels, and the god- 
mother provides the little white shirt 
which is used before the ceremony is 
completed. The occasion requires jrlfts 
from all persons connected with the 
court. These gifts are often the toys 
most likely to amuse a tiny infant, al- 
though many are suitable for a grown 
■child. Other gifts may be lands or 
jewels. 

At the christening the child is car- 
ried in the arms of Its godmother to the 
church or chapel. A crowd of royalty 
and nobility, glittering in brilliant uni- 
forms and gala toilets, fill the body of 
the church and stand grouped round 
the font The priests wear magnificent 
robes with gold crosses, and sacred 
banners are borne before them. Two 
•deacons carry a portrait of Christ or the 
Virgin Mary. 

The godfathers give the priest nine 
wax candles, which are lighted and fast- 
ened across the font. The priest in- 
censes the godfathers and godmothers 
and consecrates the water with many 
ceremonies. Then a procession is 
formed round the font by those taking 
part in the ceremony, each one bearing- 
a lighted wax taper. The name of the 
child Is given In writing to the priest, 
who puts the paper on an Image which 
he holds on the child's breast, mean- 
while saying a prayer. When the 
priest asks if the child forsakes the 
devil and his works, the godparents 
turn their backs to the font to show

their horror and aversion to the ques- 
tion and answer; "Yea" They again 
face the font, and the priest takes the 
child, which is quite naked, and, hold- 
ing it by the head, so his thumb and 
finger stop the ears, dips it three 
times in the water, pronouncing the 
words: "I baptise thee in the name of 
the Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost" 

The chrism, or baptismal unction, 
which Is called the seal of the gift of 
the Holy Ghost immediately follows 
baptism. In performing this ceremony 
the priest anoints the child with holy 
oil; on the eyes, in order that it may 
see only good; on the ears, that these 
may admit only what is pure; ion the 
mouth, that it may speak as becomes a 
Christian; on the hand, that it may do 
no wrong, and on the feet that they 
may tread only in the paths of virtue. 
At the end of this ceremony the shirt 
which the godmother has provided, is 
put on the child by the priest, who 
says: "Thou art as clean and as clear 
from original sin as this shirt thou art 
baptised, thou art sanctified, thou art 
washed, in the name of the Trinity." 
.The cross, which has been given by the 
fgodfather, the child is under obliga- 
tions to wear all its life. If this cross 
be not found upon the child at death, 
the priest says to the godparents, the 
child may not have Christian burial, 
even though he be the son of a hun- 
dred kings. A particular saint is also 
assigned to the child, whose image he 
is charged to cherish with special de- 

■7 oil, or chrism, which is used at 
baptisms, coronation, and conse- 
cration of churches, Is prepared with 
elaborate ceremony. There Is a copper 
vase, overlaid with pearl and called the 
alabaster, in which is kept the original 
ojl sent from Constantinople when 
Christianity was introduced Into Russia. 
A few drops are taken to prepare the 
chrism and are replaced with other oil, 
so the quantity never decreases. Wine, 
roses, lavender, balsams and spices are 
mixed with the oiL 

Forty days after the birth of the child, 
its mother, the empress, is churched, 
and the Infant is received visibly Into 
Christ's church by the giving of its first 
sacrament When the royal (rates are 
opened during mass, the deacon ap- 
pears glth the chalice. The baby is 
carrlcir to the steps, and the priest 
coming forward, puts a drop of wine 
Into its mouth with a spoon, saying*. 
"The servant of God communicates In 
the name of the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Ghost" 

On the day the child dons its first 
shoes the czarina gives 800 or 400 pairs 
to be distributed among the poor 
(children of St. Petersburg. These are 
ordinary shoes, of course, not a bit like 
the inyal baby's, which are of whiU 
■ r, embroidered with gold.

OWLS. 



Said to Be the Flrfit of Thefr Kind Found 
In Ttxlf Country. 

Two owls were captured In New Jer- 
sey a few weeks ago which are bother- 
ing bird experts. According to Robert 
Iiae, of Newark, who has been study- 
ing birds for nearly forty years, they 
are the first of their kind found in this 
country. He visited the Museum of 
Natural History in New York, but failed 
to find either specimens like them or a 
description that fitted them. The bird 
that resembles them most closely is the 
hawk or Arctic owl (Surnia ulula). 

The owls, according to the New York 
Sun. wi't-e captured by a man living at 
Jackson, N. J., late in ApriL While 
hunting in the swamps near his house.

his dog routed out the owls from under 
a bush. The birds promptly made a 
savage attack o # the disturber of their 
peace and were getting the best of the 
battle when the owner of the dog in- 
terfered with a club. It was not until 
he had beaten them into insensibility 
that they gave up the fight 

The birds, which are male and fe- 
male, measure seventeen inches from 
the top of the head to the tip of the 
tail, and thirty-two inches from tip to 
tip of their wings. The feathers are of 
a peculiar downy nature, like those of 
very young birds. The wings and back 
are barred with white and black, the 
white stripes presenting a mottled ap- 
pearance. The breast is of a peculiar 
cream yellow, and the feathers are 
very thick. The head is small for the 
body and has no ears or horns such as 
are commonly found among owls. It 
is striped and mottled. The beak is 
yellow and the legs and feet are thick- 
ly feathered to the toes Unlike the 
majority of owls, they slept at night 
and were active In the daytime. Their 
habits and their general characteris- 
tics, except for their marking, closely 
resemble those of the hawk owl. 

Hawk owls are found In the polar re- 
gions and in the northern parts of 
America and Asia, but are extremely 
rare south of the Canadian line, and 
have been found in the states only after 
severe winters The hawk owl Is from 
fifteen to seventeen Inches In length, 
with a comparatively small head and 
light yellow beak. Its plumage, which 
Is thicker than that of the generality of 
owls, is of a dark spotted brown above 
and light striped white below. The 
feathers are fringed with delicate 
downy filaments. There are no visible 
ears, and the legs are feathered to the 
toes. Like the owls captured at Jack- 
son, the hawk owl is a great fighter, 
often attacking animals twice its size. 
It searches for its food during the day, 
and sleeps at night Contrary to the 
usual custom of owls, it builds ita nest 
near the summit of a tall tree, Instead 
of in a hollow In the trunk or among 
the branches. Its flight is swift, and it 
frequently follows and overtakes flocks 
of smaller birds.

An acquaintance was charged 
with the crime, but absolute proof of 
guilt was not forthcoming. One of the 
parties engaged in the case was so far 
Interested in the peculiar facts of the 
death as to seek a different solution to 
the affair than that accepted by popu- 
lar belief. The result of his observa- 
tion and deduction was very curious.

In the spring of 
last year the baron raised his flag and 
proclaimed himself ruler of the island 
of Trinidad.

Three years ago, while in New York, 
he met and married Miss Annie F lagler. 

It is probable that England, if she 
has really taken the island, bases her 
claim on a previous colonization which 
occurred over a hundred years ago.

delta. Neither Germany nor Portugal 
lias shown much aptitude in success- 
ful African colonization. Neither has 
made much headway in gaining either 
the fear or respect of the native tribes 
—indeed it is asserted that both pay 
tribute to certain native chieftains for 
the honor and privilege of airing their 
colors over designated territories. 

On the other hand, wherever the 
British standard has been planted evi- 
dences of civilization have at once be- 
come manifest. From Table bay, 
with his face to the north, the British 
pioneer has steadily moved onward. 
Uriqualand west, wherein are located 
the famous Kimberley diamond mines, 
became his first conquest. Then, 
one after the other, he absorbed 
Betshuanaland, Pandoland, Basuto- 
land, and finally Zululand. the domin- 
ions of the fierce and justly-dreaded 
Ceteyuayo. And his last exploit con- 
sists in having created a new state from 
the two conquered native territories, 
Matabele and Mashonaland. This in- 
fant state has been christened Rhode- 
sia. This name was given it in recog- 
nition of the services of Sir Cecil 
Rhodes, who has been the moving 
spirit, the life and soul of all the nego- 
tiations, native wars, treaties and traf- 
Sckings which culminated in its crea- 

This man Rhodes affords a living 
example of what push, perseverance 
and fair ability, combined with op- 
portunity, may accomplish. The writer 
knew him not more than ten or twelve 
years ago, when he was plain Cecil 
Rhodes, miner and speculator, at the 
Kimberley diamond fields. His level 
head and indomitable energy served 
him well then, and he soon became 
rich, retired from active commercial 
life, entered politics and was elected to 
the Cape parliament. He at once be- 
came a leading figure in that body, rose 
rapidly in favor and public popularity, 
when about four years ago he was 
made premier of Cape Colony, which 
position he still retains. 

He has made many expeditions to the 
far north Interior, and since being 
prime minister he has constantly used 
his powerful influence in furtherance 
of British interests in South Africa. 
Two years ago Queen Victoria be- 
stowed upon him a knighthood in 
recognition of these services, but the 
later perpetuation of his name in a 
state Is the most to be envied of all his 
honors. 

Rhodesia, as before stated, is com- 
pr*f.ed of the two native territories, 
Matabele and Mashonaland. The for- 
mer, Matabele, was for many years un- 
der the despotic rule of the renowned

possessions of the British South Afri- 
can company. 

The capital of Rhodesia is Salisbury, 
a town already claiming considerable 
pretensions. It is pleasantly situated 
near the eastern slope of the Fura moun- 
tains and is 'in touch with the world by 
means of the telegraph wire. There 
other towns and numerous mining 
camps in the new state. The country 
Is mostly high and undulating, and the 
climate, though tropical, is much tem- 
pered by this circumstance, and no 
valid reason exists why a white man 
should not enjoy as perfect health in 
Rhodesia as in any other part of South 
Africa. Game in every variety peculiar 
> Africa may be found in this region. 
While South Africa offers rare In- 
ducement for farming and stock raising 
this fact alone could never have led to 
the phenomenal development of a coun- 
try so remote and little known to the 

The discovery of the fabulous dia- 
mond deposits in Griqualand west, 
back in the early '70s, thrilled the 
orld and brought to the scene armies 
of hardy, adventurous men from every 
quarter thereof. But when hundreds 
of square miles of ground had been 
overturned and searched, and the spark- 
ling gems had been traced to the parent 
mtne, where Kimberley has since sprung 
up, many disappointed miners organ- 
ized prospecting parties and moved to 
the north. 

No more diamonds were found, but 
soon rich discoveries of gold were 
reported. These were principally lo- 
cated within the territory of the Boer 
state, the Transvaal republic. Being a 
long distance from the seaboard, and 
other mode of transportation for 
food supplies or machinery than by 
the slow ox team, these new gold 
nes were somewhat slow in develop- 
ing But capital was soon attracted, 
d the construction of railroads be- 
gan. Now these gold fields are reached 
by rail both from Cape Town and 
Natal; and Johannesburg, the seat of 
the principal mining industry, which 
sars ago was a desert waste, is 
flourishing city of more than 50,- 
000 inhabitants, and her adjacent 
mines are yielding an output of about 
$3,000,000 worth of gold per 
But the thirst for gold is insatiable; 
still northward, with rifle and pick, 
the prospector has pressed, following 
the enchanted lead through parched 
desert and across mountain rang 
Mashonaland and Matabele, w] 
is declared the true and original Eldo- 
rado has been found. That 
velous deposits of gold have been 
located in this region there is no deny- 
ing; but the actual yielding capacity of 
these discoveries cannot be estimated 
until proper mining machinery has 
been brought to operate upon them. 
At all events the new discoveries have 
been the means of giving to the world 
of nations a new state, Rhodesia.

VIRGINIA'S SWELLING TOAD. 

A Qa w r Dstnwblu That Strongly Re- 
sembles a Flab. 

The wonder of the genus batrachia 
and the greatest natural history oddity 
to be found along the Atlantic coast of 
the United States is the swelling toad, 
a semi-aquatic creature known to nat- 
uralists as bufomachalatus. It is occa- 
sionally met with from New York city 
to Jacksonville, Fla., but is most com- 
mon along the coasts of Virginia, Mary- 
land and North Carolina. When in its 
natural state the "swell toad" la about 
the size of a large bullfrog, but looks 
more like a fish than it does like either 
n frog or a toad.

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MALAGASY COOKERY.

Cooking being an art, every race has 
style of its own. The Malagasy, like 
the gentle Hindu, knows how to pre- 
pa re his mess of rice, says the London 
Telegraph. It is not boiled to a mash 
England, or as our potatoes are 
pulped, but, covered with a 
proper sufficiency of water, is carefully 
treated until the grains are swollen fit 
burst and yet remain full, intact, 
soft and rather mealy. The manioc 
root is an easier dish to prepare. It is 
sometimes served boiled, as yams and 
sweet potatoes, and again as a sort of 
cold porridge. Native coffee they un- 
derstand how to make, and the aroma 
excellent; but tea, alas! you have to 
look to the brewing of that from start 
finish if you desire a drinkable cup. 
Poultry and game are eaten fresh, and 
cooks have a clever and withal 
cleanly trick of dipping the dead ani- 
mals in boiling water, which enables 
them to pluck them easily and quickly. 
The preparation for trussing comes 
later. There is no lack of variety at a 
Malagasy table, but, all the same, you 
miss the wheaten flour bread, sugar 
and condiments when cloyed with rice, 
fowls, manioc and eggs. The staple 
fuel is bunch grass, which when dried 
burns fiercely, and settles into a glow- 
ing ember that gives off a deal of heat. 
All the cooking is done on earthen 
hearths, and the roasting, boiling and 
baking in big iron pots. The grass be- 
ing slightly aromatic, the odor is as 
agreeable as that of a hardwood fire.

.Powerful Safe Now Being Made for the 
Mew Vork Clearing Home. 

What is pronounced the strongest 
vault In the world Is now In process of 
construction by a New York corpora- 
tion of safemakera. It Is destined foi 
the clearing house, and Is designed upor. 
approved plans, to meet the require- 
ments of the associated banks of the 
city. In it from time to time will 
stored an amount of treasure that tran- 
scends all ordinary dreams of avarice 
and makes the actual and fabled for- 
tunes of the world pale Into Inslgnlf;

money boxes. They are set np, say: 
the New York Herald, with infinite 
pains; built piece by piece until they 
arrive at their finished state. They are 
fitted, tested and experimented with 
until found perfect. Then, with 
great pains, they are dismembered and 
carried in sections to the point of des 
tination, where they are again set uj 
for final use. 

Of course it would bo more econom 
leal for the safemakers to transport th< 
vaults entire— if they could— after they 
are first set up. The difficulty natural- 
ly rests in the great weight of the struc- 
tures. Even in its dismembered form, 
it will be a difficult matter to transfer 
the fragments of the clearing house 
vault from the manufactory, at South 
and Governeur streets, to its destina- 
tion in Cedar street, near Broadway. 

There are six doors, for instance- 
Three of them are estimated to weigh 
16,800 pounds apiece. The other three 
are trifles, and weigh scarcely 
than 7,500 pounds each. There are 



the total weight of the vault is about 
871,400 pounds. Its total dimensions 
are 34 feet 4 inches wide,W feet 10K 
inches deep and 11 feet lnche 
height. It is divided into three equal 
compartments. 

Under the old methods of construc- 
tion a bank vault rested upon a founda- 
tion of stone and concrete, six or eight 
feet In thickness, to guard against tun- 
neling. Not so with the vaults of to- 
day. The Immense structure for the 
clearing house will rest on piers 
arches of masonry. This will afford 
free access for the watchmen to pass 
beneath the vault and inspect it from 
below as well as on either side. This 
method, it is believed, will afford 
greater protection than if the steel 
i rested upon solid earth or ma-
